I N til is Fuji Part of Architecture (which noble Artthe Emi¬ 
nent Author will doubtlefs purfue and improve in all its 
parts,) are explained the Origin and Principles of it,and the Pr.i* 
ftiqueof the Five Orders, according to the dofirineof Vitruvius 
and his principal Followers, and the doctrine of the three mod 
renowned Architects that have written auiongfl the Moderns, to 
wit, Viguole , Palladio , and Scamozzt. 

For the Improvement of which Art his Majedy of France hath 
inftituted an Academy at Paris , which meets weekly to confer a- 
bout that fubjeft, and thereby endeavours to free Architecture 
from its vicious drefles, to retrench the abufes which the igno¬ 
rance and prefumption of Workmen had introduced, and to cip 
rich the lame with thofe natural embellishments and graces, which 
have rendred it (o commendable among the Ancient; not forgetting 
to teach in the fame the exafleft and mod cor red Rules of Archi¬ 
tecture, and fo to form a Seminary of young Architects, to be en¬ 
couraged by certain hrabcums or prices for fuchas dull do bed, 
and thefe to be Pent afterwards, at his Paid Majellies charges, into 
Italy , there to per fed their knowledge and skill, and fo to be 
made capable to ferve him in the Survey of his Buildings all over 
his Kingdom. And becaufe the knowledge of the precepts of 
Architecture is nor fulTicicnt by it fed alone to make an Architect, 
this Skill fuppofiug many other accompliflnnents, the Paid King 
hath appointed, that in the fame Academy fliould be taught the 
other Sciences that areabfolutely necefiary to Architects, fuchas 
axe Geometry, Arithmetic!:, the Mechanicks, liydraulicks , Gnomc- 
nicks,Fortification, Ferfpeffivc, and the like. 

This firfi Part being merely Practical as to the Five Orders , the 
Author ha h altogether applied himfelf to Chew with great p’aitt- 
nefs, which are the mod cor reft PraCtifes to be u(ed therein, be¬ 
ginning with that of Vitruvius, and explaining him by thePraClick 
of Ins belt Interpreters or Imitators, fuch as are Philander, Daniel 
Barharo, Strlio, Alberti, (fic. And feeing that the doCtrine of Ve¬ 
suvius is merely that of the Grecian Architects that had preceded. 
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him, and that thofe that came after him and the Romans have 
much improved thofe firll Inventions; this Author, unwilling to 
fubjcdt his Auditors altogether to the precepts of that ancient 
Writer, hath chofen among the Moderns thofe three Architects, 
that have the moll miiverfal approbation, to deliver their thoughts 
upon each of thofe Orders, and to give us the eafiejl means to put 
them in praftife; for which end he hath not icrupled to make 
feveta! alterations in their method. 

In the Second he intends to be much larger, and fully to explain 
what hath but been touched in this Firft parr, and to compare the 
Sentiments which Arcbitefts have entertained among!! themlelves, 
concerning the be ft Examples of the Ancients. And ’tis hojied, 
he will haften fo delirable a work, as much as the nature of it will 
bear.

of the Pojitive or Relative Levity of Bodies under Water ; of 
the Jlirs Spring on Bodies under water, &c. The latter, in a Dif- 
courfe of Gravity and Gravitation , grounded on Experimental Ob¬ 
fervations, prefented to the R. Society; printed for John Martyrs, 
tfrc.i 67 5. Thefe pieces being well laid together,and the doftrine 
of Hydroflaticks well underftood and applied, will make it eafie 
to the Judicious and confiderate Reader , what to judge of the 
whole controverfic here treated of.
